hang on for their lives. Like an avalanche 
it fell upon the -Normannia’s steel prow, 
slightly to the port. Then the water plunged 
forward down the decks, after bending and 
twisting the steel rails at bow, built to 
stand the fury of any témpest. The steel flag- 
pole, two inches thick, bent like a reed. 
. Screaming and Praying. 

The ladies’ cabin and main saloon were 
deluged, the passengers terrified, There was 
more water aboard than the saloons, big as 
they were, could hold, so the rest, which 
would have foundered a vessel not so 
big as the. Normannia, kept on down the 
passageways, which led to the staterooms: of 
the passengers. It burst open the doors of 
allthe rooms ip the forward compartment. 
This was the first intimation the passengers 
had of the extent of the dathage‘and in a jiffy 
came a panic. Some screaming, some pray- 
ing, all in. their nightclothes, passengers 
rushed out of their rooms only to be 


} confronted by water from three to five 


feet deep. A few had their valuables, but 
none had time to dress. For five or ten min- 
utes the confusion was indescribable. Capt. 
Hebich and his officers managed to quiet the 
terror-stricken passengers. They assured all 
hands the ship was not going to sink. 

In another moment Capt. Hebich was on 
deck and in charge. His first duty was to 
call the roll, All hands responded save six, 
who were too badly hurt to be able, It is not 
known how badly the cargo is damaged. 
There is scarcely any part of the ship without 
evidence of the force of the wave. 

Emil Boas, agent of the line, said the in- 
jured men had been taken to St. Mary’s 
Hospital, Hoboken. He thought the damage 
might be anywhere from $50,000 to 
$100,000. Much of the injury to the 
steamer was to the interior, where the decora- 
tions were expensive. 

As Seen by a Passenger. 

The following account of the accident was 
told by a passenger: ‘‘ Most of the cabin 
passengers were in their berths and the sec- 
ond officer was on the bridge incommand of 
the ship. Suddenly a tremendous) sea, mast 
high, appeared on the port bow. It was 
impossible to alter the course of the vessel 
and the big wave struck on the port bow, 
burying the = steamer’s nose up to 
the bridge under tons of water. The force of 
the blow smashed the front of the house on 
the promenade deck, completely wrecking 
the first and’ second officers’ rooms, the 
music-room, the ladies’ room, the main saloon, 
and the lower saloon. It also smashed the 
starboard bulwarks and railings, carrying 
away fourteen ventilators. It sprung 
the hurricane deck, flooded the steerage with 
six feet of water and the cabins on the main 
deck with three feet of water. The passengers 
were awakened by the shock of the blow and 
the force of the inrushing waters. They 
tumbled out of their berths in their night 
clothing and floundered through the water, 
which in some instances reached to their 
waists, to get to the companionways 

“*The geueral impression seemed to be that 
the big ship was going down head first. The 
cries of the injured and the shouts of the 
frightened passengers caused a panic which 
extended to the steerage, where everything 
was afloat. The Captain, who had been on 
the bridge until 4 a. m., was stretched on a 
lounge in his room with all his’ clothes on. 
He awoke'to find his cabin flooded and at- 
tempted to open his door, but found it. held 
fast by the wreckage. 

Determines to Put Back. 


oes After some minutes he succeeded in forc- 


ing his way out and rushed to the bridge. As 


first wave, he ordered the steamer put about. 
The terror of the passengers was, for the time 
being, increased by the turning of 
the ship as it pitched into the 
trough of the sea and rolled from side to side, 
alternately burying the hurricane deck first 
on the’ port side and again on the stagboard. 
The steamer quickly righted itself, bo bared 
and ran before the sea. Capt. Hebich, realiz- 
ing that his vessel was too badly injured to 
continue the battle with the gale and heavy 
seas, decided to put back to New York. His 
announcement to this effect gave great satis- 
faction to the passengers. 

** The return trip was comparatively without 
incident: Within a few hours after turning 
back the ship ran inty better weather, and 
then temporary repairs were completed. 


they caught sight of the Fire Island Light this 


morning. The effects of many of the pas-* 


sengers were ruined by the water. The ship 

was damaged between $75,000 and $100,- 

000, which is fully covered by insurance.” 
Chicago Family’s Experience, 

George H. Webster of Chicago, accom panied 
by his wife, his daughter, Miss May Webster, 
and his son Herman, were on a trip to Southern 
Italy, and intended to visit Egypt ano fhake 
the journey up the Nile. They occupied state- 
rooms amidship on the starboard side. Mr. 
Webster spoke of the accident tonight, as he 
sat in a parlor of the Plaza Hotel. 

‘We were awakened by a great crash,” he 
said, ‘‘ and the water was pouring through the 
passageways and staterooms, flooding every- 
thing movable. As soon as I realized the 
situation I jumped out of my berth and waded 
through water several feet deep over to an 
adjuining stateroom occupied by my wife 
anc daughter. I carried them to 
an inside room that was comparatively dry 
and returned for my young,son, who occupied 
a berth in my room. The momentary sus- 
pense was great, but we soon realized the gen- 
eral character of the ship’s construction, its 
bulkheads. and various precautions to prevent 
sinking, and when we heard the nature of the 
accident we made up our minds that we were 
safe.”’ 

Another passenger said: “ With a rush the 
huge comber, half as high as the mastheads, 
came aboard. It crashed through the deck- 
house, where Second; Officer Ernest Kading 


was asleep. The half-inch steel plates curled 


up like paper and left a hole big enough to 
drive an ice-wagoh through. The huge 
wall of green water swept into 
the ladies’ saloon. Every chair and 
table was ripped from tthe — floor, 
the partitions were battered down, and the 
water kept on to the music room. Here 
everything was devastated and the piano, 
screwed to the floor, was lifted bodily up and 
whirled against the plate-glass mirror at the

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LABOR HAS TO SUFFER 


CARNEGIE STARTS A WAR AMONG 


+ IRON AND STEEL WORKERS. 


Being in a Position to Undersell His Com- 
petitors, He Is Indifferent to Tariff Re- 
ductions and as a Result the Wages of 
Workingmen Must Be CuteChicago 
Feels the Effect of the Strife Most, but 
It Is Said Its Condition Could Be Im- 
proved if Ratiroads Would Help. 


Andrew Carnegie has precipitated a war 
among the iron and steel mills of this coun- 
try which is getting particularly hot in Chi- 
cago. Mr. Carnegie’s attitude on the tariff 
question and his assertion that he proposed to 
have all the steel trade in the United States is 
given as the cause of the row. The influence 
of the warin Chicago is felt particularly in 
construction material that goes into build- 
ings. The structural steel used in the World’s 
Fair buildings cost nearly three times as 
much as is now charged for the same ima- 
terial. * 

Mr. Carnegie’s attitude on the tariff is thus 
explained: The present price of American 
steel rails is $25 aton. The price abroad is 
about $21. Ifthe rails come in free they 
could not be sold here, plus the ocean freight. 
for much less than $25. Mr. Carnegie has 
vastly improved machinery by which ten men 
can do the work of a hundred, as work is done 
in the other mills. He makes rails for $15 a 
ton and his profit is $10. On that basis he 
purposes to secure the steel trade of the 
United States. His position is that he can 
sell construction material at cost, much’less 
than the other mills can produce it, and look 
for his profit to steel rails and armor plates, 
he and the Bethlehem works having almost a 
monopoly on material used in warships. 

The iron an@ steel companies in the East 
are combining to bring Mr. Carnegie to 
terms. They have agreed to sell billets and 
construction material for buildings and 
bridges /at a less price than he bids, to under- 
bid himjand to share the loss equally, They 
are making arrangements to erect a great 
steel rail plant.by which rails can be made as 
cheaply as he makes them, and to cut the 
price of: rails in order to be revenged on him 
atall points. If necessary, they say, they 
will erect an armor-plate plant and underbid 
him in the government service and generally 
make it red-hot for him all along the line. 


Chicago Benefits by the War. 


Chicago comes in for a vast amount of ben- 
efit by the war. Construction and bridge ma- 
terials were never known to be so cheap. In 
the steel rail pool with Carnegie are only a 
few firms, the Illinois Steel company of this 
city, the Cambria Iron company of Johns- 
town, Pa., and the Pennsylvania Steel com- 
pany. Against him are more than 100 mills 
scattered all over. The combined capital of 
these latter is sufficient to crush Carnegie. 
The other members in the rai] pool manufact- 
ure nothing but steel rails and billets, and 
their attitude is considered of no importance. 
The territory of the United States is mapped 


‘out and each supplies certain sections agreed 


upon. But all the mills making construction 
materials are in competition. 

The result of this war is disaatrous to the 
laborer. Already the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Iron and Steel Workers is ruined. Jan. 
1 manufacturers took the option in their con- 
tracts and served three months’ notice that 
they would no longer abide by the scale of 
wages. The notice is due to operate April 1, 
and until that date little or nothing will be

Only 20 per cent of the forces of the mill 
throughout the country are at work. It was 
supposed wages were as low as they would go, 
but the reduced tariff causes the wage-worker 
to groan.

Waiting for Wages to Fall. 


It is stated by the trade that the Illinois 
Steel company has orders for 150,000 tons 
of steel rails and 100,000 tons of steel 
billets which it will delay manufacturing 
until the tariff question is settled and wages 
reduced to the European basis. The mills of 
this company at Joliet started up yesterday 

ith 1,000 men at greatly reduced wages, 
to run three weeks producing soft steel. The 
company will not say what its future orders 
are. Mr. Morse, the President, says emphat- 
ichlly that wages must and will be reduced 
below anything ever known. This may mean 
a great labor war this summer. 

The question of taw materials will be settled 
at the Vermillion, Gogebic, Birmingham, and 
other ranges. The miners’ wages are to be 
reduced to the starvation point in order that 
the ore may be sold on a European basis. 
The same will be true of the coal fields. 

The discrimination in railand water rates 
on all branches of the iron and steel industry 
has driven Chicago out of many markets and 
limited its sales to a radius of 300 miles. 
The Pennsylvania and Ohio mills reach North- 
western points from 25 to 50 per cent cheap- 
er than Chicago in the matter of freight. The 
rate from Chicago to Minneapolis, St. Paul, 
and Duluth'is $4 per ton. From all the in- 
terior mills of Ohio and Pennsylvania; 500 
miles tarther away, it is $2.25 per ton. The 
same conditions hold true of far 
Western points. Iron and steel _prod- 
ucts of Eastern mills are sent West 
35 per cent cheaper than they could be 
shipped from Chicago to the same point. The 
East has powerful iron and steel associations 
which compel the railways and waterways to 
make greatly reduced rates. Chicago has no 
such associations, but there is talk of forming 
a union this winter to open a way into the 
surrounding territory. 

' Railroads Give No Aid, 

The Traffic Managers’ Association took up 
the subject last summer at the instance of 
some of the steel men. It decided, however, 
that inasmuch as the roads would have under 
the inter-State commerce law to haul to inter- 
mediate points at at least the same rate as to 
St. Paul and Duluth it would do nothing to 
help Chicago. The steel men feel also that 
they have been outrageously treated by the lake 
transportation companies running out of Chi- 
cago. A strong movement is now on foot to 
change the attitude of the water companies, 
If the lake transportation companies will 
agree to undercut the Lake Erie ports, it is 
said, they can have all the business done by 
those ports, as Chicago will get it all. It is 
also said if the Northwest railways would help 
Chicago in the matter of freight rates they 
immediately could get the Northwest trade 
back for Chicago and have all the business 
they desired. Chicago, with all its facilities 
for manufacturing steel rails, nails, spikes, 
wire fence, stoves, kitchen utensils, building 
and bridge construction materials, is now 
cooped up and shut off from all the surround- 
ing markets. In consequence many of its 
factories are closed, or, a¥ least, funning 
on short time with reduced forces, and its 
railways and steamsifips, which are held to 
blame, are suffering from want of freight. 

Frank B. Kelp, General Manager of the 
East Chicago Iron and Steel company, 
returned from the East yesterday, where 
he had examined the situation. He said: “I 
went over the Mahoning and. Chenango Val- 
leys and the Pittsburg district, where nine- 
tenths of the mills are closed down and the 
other tenth running on one-fourth to one-half 
time with about one-fifth of their usual forces. 
Every one is waiting for thie tariff question to 
be settled, when business will resume. The 
mills will adapt themselves to the new condi- 
tions created by Congress. To reduce the 
cost of the manufactured material to meet a 
reduction of tariff labor must suffer and 


duction of tariff, at least in the iron and steel 
business, comes out of labor and raw materi- 
al, and lower raw material means lower labor 
to produce it. r. 

“ Chicago locally is notin quite so bad con- 
dition on account of a reduced tariff as the 
East, being farther from the seaboard. The 
imparted product landed in New York will 
have to come here to compete. Naturally we 
would be $3 better off than Pittsburg if the 
railways did not discriminate against us. Car- 
negie, since his fight with the Amalgamated 
Association, pays what wages he pleases. He 
has, together with Jones & Laughlins, further 
reduced the cost of the manufactured product 
by making merchant iron or steel from soft 
steel billets and the billets direet from the ore. 
This process, with greatly improved machin- 


| ery, has put competing mills. in bad straits, 


as they work under old conditions—that is, 
from pig or scrap iron to the finished mate- 
rial. The competing mills must reduce wages 
below the Carnegie seale to make up the dif- 
ference in cost. Hence all questions hinge on 
greatly reduced wages. 

‘‘ There has been some improvement in the 
local situation during the last two) weeks, as 
stocks have got low everywhere. Besides, we 
have about got down to the reduced tariff 
basis.”’ 

At the offices of the Illinois Steel B aamaprd 
and the Calumet Iron and Steel comfpany the 
same opinion prevailed that wages would con- 


tinue to go down to the European scale, or~

BOARD MEMBERS TO BE DISCIPLINED. 


Directors Determined That Trading in Puts 
and Calls on the Floor Shall Be Stopped. 
The directors of the Chicago Board of 

Trade are determined that trading in puts 

and calls on the floor of the exchange shall 

be stopped. Action was taken in this direc- 


-tion yesterday which is unmistakable. -The 


Room committee, consisting of Bodth, 
Lyon, and Nash, received instructions to’ re- 
port for proper disciplining the names of all 
members discovered dealing in these _privi- 
leges on the floor. As intimated recently this 
will hit some of the brokers hard. Within a 
few weeks an increasing number of these 
have made a specialty of this. class of busi- 
ness. 

The directors have taken up another matter 
in the same line yet different in essentials. 
This is the trading in speculative commodi- 
ties outside the regular hours set apart for the 
purpose. The same committee received in- 
structions to report the names of members 
discovered trading either before or after 
‘Change, that the directors may deal with 
such. Notice to this effect will be posted on 
the bulletin board this morning. 

‘*Not alone should trading in puts and calls 
be eliminated,” said a prominent member 
yesterday, ** but also the trading out of hours. 
It is exceedingly unfair to the customers of 
any commission firm, especially if such cus- 
tomer be out of town and unable tu watch ev- 
ery movement. We will say, for example, that 
a country operator sends an order to buy 
5,000 or 50,000 bushels of wheat, His order 
is executed properly and at 1:15 .0’clock the 
close of the market is telegraphed him, and 
he naturally thinks he is secure until the next 
day.

STEAMER ANDES SEEMS TO BE DOOMED. 


Still Ashore on Little Beach with an Un- 
favorable Wind Blowing. 

Atuantio Criry, N. J., Jan. 23.—The big 
iron steamer Andes of the Atlas line, which 
went ashore yesterday morning on Little 
Beach, still lies in the same position with the 
chances for its safety considerably diminished. 
It lies in exactly eighteen feet of water and 
is sunk firm in the sand. New seams have 
appeared in the hull and the donkey engines 
are kept busy pumping the . water 
out. The Captain and sailors still re. 
main aboard but are ready to leave 
at short notice. Capt. Rider of the life-saving 
station said there was little chance of the 
Andes getting off, and that from present in- 
dications it would be an entire wreck. The 
wind is at present southeast by south and will 
raise the seas, so that the vessel’s destruction 
seems to be inevitable. 


MORE OIL WELLS IN AN OHIO TOWN. 


Excitement in Fostéria Runs High—Der- 
ricks Being Built, : 
Fostoria, O., Jan. 23.—The oil excitement 
in this city and vicinity is running high.  Ma- 
loney Well No. 1, which has always been 
flowing from 90 to 200 barrels daily for the 
last three weeks, was shot yesterday with sixty 
quarts of glycerine and started off at the rate 
of twenty-five barrels an hour. There are 
two two-inch lead pipesin the well, and they 
both flowed a steady stream the size of the 
pipes. The Wiseman well, which created 
such a sensation when it came in two 
weeks ago, has been drilled deeper and 
the work of pumping the oil began last 
night at the rate of 200 barrels per day.

IT OAUSES PROF. OOOKE AND DR 
GUNSAULUS TO DISAGREE. 


Armour Institute Loses the Services of Its 
Director of Mechanical Engineering= 
Difficulty Arises Over the Question 
Whether a Small Amount of Money 
Shall Be Called a Bonus or Considered 
as. Salary~Both Men Testify to Moral 
and Intellectual Worth of Each Other. 


Ernest W. Cooke is no longer connected 
with the Armour Institute. He quit suddenly 
Monday afternoon. For nearly a year pre- 
vious to that time he had been the Director of 
Mechanical Engineering, but he and the Rev. 
F. W, Gunsaulus, D, D., President of the in- 
stitute, could not agree on terms for the 
future, so Mr, Cooke did not care to retain 
his position. 

Mr. Cooke was for six years the consulting 
engineer of the firm of Frazer & Cha!mers 
and several other equally prominent business 
firms. Upon their recommendation he was 
sent to Dr. Gunsaulus for a position at the 
Armour Institute. The doctor upon reading 
the letters eagerly accepted Mr. Cooke, and 
together they strove for nearly a year for the 
advancement of the institute. Mr. Cooke 
was the engineer whose advice was sought on 
every occasion in building and laying out the 
structure. He and the President were always 
agreed until a few weeks ago, when the Di- 
rector of Mechanical Engineering engaged 
himself to give lectures thrée times a week at 
the Young Men’s Christian Asseciation Build. 
ing. This, it appears from friends of the two 
enterprizes, was the beginning of whatever 
trouble has since existed. Dr. Gunsaulus 
thought the professors of the Armour Insti- 
tute belonged to it, and it seems that he was 
not consulted when Mr, Cooke began teach- 
ing at the es Building. However, 
that difficulty was™finally bridged over, and a 
few days ago Dr. Gunsaulus wished to retain 
the services of Director Cooke until July 9, 
the close of the institute year. He wanted to 
make the bargain at least for that length of 
time, with the hope, as he said yesterday, that 
everything could be arranged satisfactorily 
for the permanent retention of Mr. Cooke, 


A Trifle Leads to Serious Results, 


But they differed, it seems, over what would 
seem to an outsider an apparently insignifi- 
cant matter. . President Gunsaulus offered 
Mr. Cooke $190 a month to remain until 
July 9, with a bonus of $150. Mr. Cooke 
had figured it out that as he received $1,800 
a year, which for the ten months’ service ex- 
acted from professors, would be at the rate 
of $180 a month, he should be entitled to 
pay for one of the two months of the midsum- 
mer vacation. Instead of having the $150 
regarded asa bonus for remaining with the 
institute, he desired it to be regarded as a 
part of the salary due him. On this point 
the professor and the President seemed to 
have differed. Something of a personal nat- 
ure entered into the disagreement, so that a 
statement from one would in many. particu- 
lars call forth a denial from the other. How- 
ever, Dr. Gunsaulus said yesterday afternoon: 

**T regard Mr. Cooke as a genius, Heisa 
remarkable man and has done extraordinarily 
good work for the Armour Institute. But we 
could not agree on the terms of his future re- 
tention, and he is no longer connected with 
the institute. He spent $30,000 last year in 
fitting up the mechanical . engineering depart- 
ment, and I must say that every cent was well 
spent. Altogether I have nothing but words 
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resident Gunsaulus. ie President, after 
the departure of the professor, wrote out a 
check in payment of his services until Feb; 9, 
with the understanding that there would be 
no more professional labor necessary at the 
institute by Prof. Cooke. In the proposition 
submitted by Dr. Gunsaulus Director Cooke 
was allowed to continue his teaching at the 
Y. M.C. A. building until the time men- 
tioned, July 9. If the stories told are correct 
Director Cooke and President Gunsaulus each 
lost his temper at the last interview. Yester- 
day each wag willing to concéde the estimable 
points in the character of the other, and it 
did not appear that there was any reason why 
the valuable services of Mr. Cooke or the 
friendship of Dr. Gunsaulus for him might 
not be retained. .

Late tonight the Duvalites decided to offer 
an explanation of their refusal to keep their 
promise to put up the $20,000 in cash. ‘** We 
are acting under the advice of our attorneys,” 
said Joe Vendig, the spokesman. ‘’ They told 
us that to put up the money while the injunc- 
tion proceedings are before Judge Call would 
be like shaking a red flag in front of a mad 
bull. They told us that if we did so they 
would withdraw from the case and we would 
lose it. If the injunction is made permanent 
fifteen minutes after the decision is handed 
down twenty $1,000 bills will be placed in 
Referee Keliy’s hands,”’ 

It is believed that prominent men of Jack- 
so.iville, hearing the rumors that the club was 
trying to “ lie down,” counseled them strong- 
ly against such a proceeding, declaring that it 
would work irreparable injury to the city and 
State.

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Jan. 23.—|Special,]— 
Greeted by the hisses and derisive cties of 500 
men, both negroes and whites, the Second 
Battalion of the Florida State Guards arrived 
in Jacksonville this afternoon. Followed by 
a howling mob double the size of the crowd at 
the depot, the soldiers, 183 strong, marched 
to the Wilson Battery Armory, where they 
will be encamped while in the city. The re- 
ception given the soldiers shows. how thor- 
oughly embittered the residents of the city are 
against what they call Gov, Mitchell’s usurpa- 
tion of power, and while a conflict between 
the citizens and the citizen soldiery is not 
probable itis not among the impossibilities. 
The officers recognize the fact that the utmost 
caution is necessary to prevent trouble, arid 
whea the men reached the armory stringent 
orders governing their conduct were read. 
The men were told that there must be no mix- 
ing with the crowds on the street, and that 
they inust depcrt themselves as soldiers or 
they would be punished. It was expressly im- 
pressed on their ininds that they must obey 
all commands with precision and promptrress, 
no matter what they are. They were cau- 
tioned, under no circumstances, to discharge 
any firearms without specific orders to do so,

President Rothermel of the Chicago Fire 
Underwriters’ Association is out witha circuiar 
in the interests of more scientific underwriting 
in the Cook County field. Since the disso!u- 
tion of the Cook County compact a year ago 
last summer the field really has been under 
no supervising body. The fact that the busi- 
ness has not been demoralized entirely is due 
largely to the loyalty of the association mem- 
bership, It is true, however, the business in 
Cook County outside of the city is not so sat 
isfactory from an insurance standpoint as it 
was a yearago. It is thought a plan can be 
arranged without serious difficulty at this 
time, The usefulness of the. association is 
now circumscribed, and even this usefulness 
is threatened by external and internal causes. 
To sound the companies and managers a 
series of questions was sent out to them and 
prompt replies are solicited. They are asked 
squarely whether they want more than one 
organization in the city and county and 
whether they would favor placing the man- 
agement of the entire county under the asso- 
ciation, with a provision for a review by 
managers of rites and discipline in the ter- 
ritory outside of the oid city :imits.

Further Evidence Against the Democratic 
Board of Canvassers of Michigan. 
Lansine, Mich., Jan. 23.—|Special. |—The 
evidence that the amendment trebling the 
salary of Attorney-General Ellis in 1891 was 
a fraud on the part of the Democratic Board 
of Canvassers was substantiated today.

IT RUNS BEHIND FOR THE YEAR, 
Report of the Commissioners for the llli- 
oc. nois and Michigan Canal, 

Srrivnerietp,:Ii'., Jan. 23.—[Special.]— 
The annual report of the Commissioners of 
the Illinois and Michigan Canal was laid be- 
fore the Governot today. It embraces an ac- 
count of the transactions of the Commission- 
ers for the fiscal ,year ending Nov. 30, 1893. 

The receipts from ali sourges for the year 
amounted to $6,219, of which. $2,077 was 
for lockage’ on the Illinois: River. - ‘The bal- 
ance of Hand #t the beginning of the 
year was , $82,425, makitig the 
gate amount which passed _ into 
hands of the Commissionera $142,674. 
The amount disbtrsed was $66,547, leavinga 
balance on hand at tlie date of the report of 
$76,127, which is on depositin Peru and 
Chicago. The receipts froin tolls were $11,- 
000 less than ever before in the history of the 
canal, and while the expensea were $6,360 
less than in 1892 the canal has not been seif- 
sustainmg. The Commissioners account for 
this by saying that the outlays for repairs 
were heavy, that work in the quarries 
was discontinued on account of the financial 
stringency, and that the retiring Commission- 
ers left bills outstanding amounting to many 
thousands of-doHars which the present Com- 
missioners have ‘paid. The Commissioners 
say they havé’been unable to reach an under- 

standing with the truetees of the Sanitary Dis- 

trict to enable the latter to take possession of 
that portion of the canal lying between Bridge- 
port aud Summit to make use of it for drain- 
age purposes, aud‘all negotiations have been 
abandoned. The Commissioners have investi- 
gated the e@ccupancy of lots on the ‘* ninety 
feet strip’ at Chicago and Lamont, and their 
conclusion is that ‘*squatters’’ have been oc- 
cupying State lands without any shadow of 
titie, and an effort is being made to bring such 
persons to account. It is stated that at Peoria 
several corporations have preém pted the river 
front, and thé suggestion is made that the At- 
torney-General give the subject his attention.

ANOTHER UNION COMPLICATION, 


Charge of Inconsistency Laid on a New 
Class of Managers. 

A rather peculiar complication hag arisen 
regarding the recent action, or, as it might be 
termed in view of results, proposed action, of 
the union ou the commission question. The 
point at issue has been on an interpretation 
of the action of the body at Niagara Falls. 
A large majority of the members held that 
the limiting of commissions was mandatory 
and that the celebrated committee was clothed 
with all the necessary authority to order 
managers to send out the January notifica- 
tion toagents. The representatives of the 
Guardian, Scottish Union and National, Glens 
Falls, Girard, and Home Insuranee compa- 
nies on the other hand insisted that the com- 
mittee was only given discretionary powers, 
and that a provision was made that, under 
certain circumstapces only, should the

line and there was considerable criticism, 
good natured and otherwise, in regard to the 
position taken by the five managers. In the 
end the majority members of the union sent 
out the notices of commission reduction to 
their agents, while the minority managers 
either neglected to send out notices or sent 
ther in such shape they were inoperative. As 
soon as it was discovered that the Union mem- 
bers were not acting in unisona large num- 
ber of the members who were first in sending 
out their notices were equally precipitate in 
ordering them rescinded. The charge of in- 
consistency and double-dealing is now 
thrown back on these members. by 
the representatives of the five companies, 
on whom it was first placed. They claim, if 
the union inembers considered the action at 
Niagara Falls mandatory, it should be manda- 
tory still, and the notices should be still in 
effect; or that the members who recalled 
their orders should have resigned from the 
union. If the action were mandatory five 
months ago, they urge, it is.so still, as no 
meeting of the union has been held since. 
The members who sent out their notices and 
have refused to recall them consider both the 
other factions in the wrong. They think the 
union members were hasty in recalling their 
notices, and that the five members who re- 
fused to send out notices did not act in good 
faith, and quibbled over the construction of 
the Niagara Fails resolution,

Both Show |Falling Off in Earnings but 


Considerably More than Earn Their 
Dividend=War Among  Strawboard 
Stockholders Becomes Sharper—Circular 
‘from BR. F. Newcomb Criticising Presi- 
dent BarbereNarrow and Heavy Stock 
Market=Weak Elevated Stocks, © 

Annual meetings of the stockholders of the 
National Railway company and of Street’s 
Western Stable Car company were held yes- 
terday. Both showed a falling off in earnings 
but net results were still well ahead of the 
dividend retjuirement. The old Board of 
Directors was reélected by the stockholders 
of each company. 

The National railway, which it will be re. 
membered, is a Chicago corporation owning 
most of the stock in five St. Louis street rail- 
way companies, reported net gains of the 
several properties to which the company is en- 
titled of $109,947. This is equal to 9.088 per 
cent on the stock, against 10 per cent earned in 
1892. The receipts of the five roads were 
$1,416,817, a decrease of $20,729, or 1.4 
per cent. Operating expenses, which 
were 60.12 per cent of the receipts 
were $851,851, a decrease of $23,118. 
Net receipts were $554,966; fixed charges, in- 
cluding interest, taxes, and insurance, amvunted 
to $309,683, leaving a surplus gain of $255,282, 
which compared with 1892 showed a decrease of 
£21,989. The number of trips last year was 
877,302, a decrease of 16,988. Car miles, 11,- 
844,081, a decrease of 108,326; passengers car- 
ried, 28,318,504, a decrease of 885,329. Gross 
receipts of cable lines were $1,085,445; gross re- 
ceipts of horse and electric aon $381,372. 


Cable receipts aecreased $50,987, horse and 
increased $30,258. 
Operating expenses of the cable lines 
were 59.4 per cent of the income, and 
amounted to $607,649; operating expenses of the 
orse and electric lines were 64 per cent, 
amounting to $224,201. The total operating ex-

come, amounting to $851,851, against 60.86 per

It is a merry war that the stockhofilers of the 
American Strawboard company are engaged in. 
R. F. Newcomb now comes back at O. ©. Barber, 
replying to President Barber's recent circular to 
the stockbolders, and the reply is vigorous. Mr. 
Newcomb believes that something must be done 
to save the company from irredeemable disaster. 
He brands some of the statements in President 
Barber's circularas untrue. and makes convincing 
reply to some of those statements with the an- 
swer that be has at no time owned less than 
2,400 shares, and that he now owns 2,800 shares, 
which is nearly three times the number own 
by President Barber and Treasurer Moore to- 
gether. The circular says: 

‘“‘No more radical or severe criticism of the 
management could possibly be made than is sug- 
gested _by the statement of Mr. Barber in his let- 
ter to Mr. Clark that he has no doubt that the 
consumption of strawboard has more than 
doubled since the organization of our company, 
while our sales have decreased. It is misleading 
to say that our competition was ‘prompted by 
the use of gas as a cheap fuel.’ It was ‘p pt- 
ed’ by a policy which aroused the antagonism of 
the trade, and after the building of mills was de- 
cided upon the location was influenced by the 
consideration of cheap fuel. 

“I will only add that 1 have letters from 
President Barber soliciting my aid in behalf of 
the company, financially and otherwise, admit- 
ting negiect, on his own part, of the company’s 
business, and charging greater misman ment 
than I have ever publicly charged. These letters 
are too voluminous for publication, and, except 
for his gross attack upon me, would have been 
heid confidential. The letters will be in Chicago 
before the annual meeting and open to the in- 
spection of any stockholder who desires to see 
them. It will be apparent from them that within 
three months Mr. Barber was himself at the head 
of a movement to request Mr. Moore to resign 
from the management.”

‘* Findings of Commission to Have the Va- 
lidity of Reports by Masters in Chancery and 
Compelling Attendance of Witnesses and Pro- 
duction of Testimony; “ Tariff and Reve- 
nue, Recommending Prompt Action in Or- 
der That the Industries of the Country May 
Recuperate from the Effects of the Recent 
Finanzial Crisis;” ** National Bank Currency 
and Finance,” 

The venerable Frederick Fraley of Phila- 
detphia, who has been President since 1868, 
was unanimously reélected. Mr. Fraley spoke, 
of the National Board as representing the ad- 
vanced thought and spirit of trade and com- 
merce in this country and hoped that Con- 
gress might profit by what was said at this 
meeting. After the election of Vice-Presi- 
dents the session adjourned whtil afternoon. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Gano of Cin- 
cinnati read the report of the Executive com- 
mittee. It was the opiniorof that committee 
that something should be done or some plan 
formulated by which the results of the delib- 
erations of the national board could be made 
more effective. The committee suggested 
that an advocate might be selected to look 
after legislation which had been recom mend- 

. It was also suggested that the results of 
every discussion before the board be em- 
bodied in a bill which should be presented to 
Congress with the recommendation that it be 
enacted into a law. 

Waldo Smith of New York spoke in favor 
of a resolution for a uniform law regulating 
and compelling the registration of trade- 
marks. . 

Representative Buchanan of New Jersey 
questioned the authority of Congress to pass 
a trademark act that would be effective, ex- 
cept, possibly, as it might apply to inter-State 
commerce, 

Mr. McKean of Philadelphia favored the 
resolution, which was finally adopted. 

The resolution submitted by the Cincinnati 
Chamber of Commerce favoring uniformity 
in commercial laws was discussed at length. 
Ex-Gov. Francis of St. Louis, Mo., thought 
the National Board of Trade should recom- 
mend to its constituent boards that each ask 
the Legislature of its State to authorize the 
appointment of a committee to meet similar 
committees from other States and formulate 
a plan by which the evils complained of could 
be remedied. This plan was adopted, 

The resolution presented by the Chicago 
Board of Trade asking that a more searching 
examination be made of the imm ts com- 
ing to this country was d - Mr. See- 
muller offered a substitute callmg for an 
amendment of the immigration laws to the 
end that immigrants of good character may 
be admitted, whether under contract or other- 
wise, and that paupers, criminals, and imbe- 
ciles be excluded and that penalties be im- 
posed upon the owners of vessels bringing im- 
inigrants to our ports.

SUGAR STOCK VALUES FALL SWIFTLY 


Abolition of the Bounty Causes Heavy 
Selling in Wall Street. 

New York, Jan. 23.—[Special.}|—-When the 
Stock Exchange opened this morning the ef- 
fect of the action of the House in rutting 
sugar on the freé list and cutting off the 
bounty was qhickly apparent. Everybody 
wanted to sell shgar. It had closed the night 
before at 813f. It opened:at 79. It was like 
getting in out of the wet. The crowd surged 
about the sugar post and became much ex- 
cited. Great blocks of sugar certificates were 
offered and before the exchange had been 
open ten minutes 8,000 shares had changed 
hands at 79. Up to 11:30 o’clock 73,800 of 
the certificates were suld. The excitement, 
however, had to a great extent subsided by 
10:30 o’clock, after which the price fluctuated 
between 7644@79. | 

A feature of the sales was the absence of 
large orders. A few of the houses that often

M'CREARY’S HAWAIIAN RESOLUTION, 


It Is an Indorsement of the Policy of Re- 
storing the Monarchy. 


Wasuineton, D, ©., Jan. 23.—Representa- 
tive McCreary. Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee op Foreign Affairs, has prepared and 
today introdueed ip the House a resolution 
touching Hawaii, The resolution was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Foreign Affairs 
and will receive consideration at Thursday’s 

eeting. Mr. McCreary says that the resolu- 
tion represents the sentiments of nine mem- 
bers of the committee, and he expects it will 
be reported to the House and form the basis 
of the discussion of the Hawaiian question, 
which will begin immediately after the dis- 
posal of the tariff bill. The text of the reso- 
tion is as follows: 

Resolved, 1. That itis the sense of this House 
that the action of the United States Minister in 
employing United Stites naval forces and ille- 
gal'y aiding in overthrowing the constitutional 
government of the Hewaiian Islands in January 
1893, and in setting uv P in its place a provisional 
government not republican in form and in op- 
position to the will of the majority of the peo- 

le, was contrary to the traditions of our repub- 
ic and the spirit of our Constitution and should 
be and is condemned. 

2. That we heartily approve of the principle 
announced by the President of the United States 
that interference witb the domestic affairs of an 
independent ' nation is contrary tothe spirit of 
American institutions; and it is further the sense 
of this House that the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands to our country or the assumption of a 
protectorate over them by our goverment is un- 
called for and eeapanens. That the people of 
that country should have absolute freedom and 
independence in pursuing their own line of pol- 
icy, and that foreign intervention in the political 
affairs of the islands will not be regarded with 
naeoeenen by the Government of the United 
states.

DENOUNCE THE INCOME TAX BILL, 


Chicago Business-Men Condemn the Dem- 


ocratic Plan of Personal Revenue, 


done and unqualified condemnation was 
the verdict pronounced by a number of prom- 
inent business-men upon the income tax bill, 
But one man was found who openly expressed 
his admiration of the measure and thought it 
would work like a charm. Another man said 
an income tax was “a prey thing, theoretical- 
ly,” and that was all the approval he could 
spare. Following are the views expressed: 

S. W. Rawson—When the income tax law was 
in vogue during the war the expense attending 
its enforcement was about as much as the govern- 
ment collected in taxes. I look upon the bill 
now before Congress a8 an unjast measure. The 
amount of revenue to be realized by the govern- 
ment through this tax on incomes is too small 
to justify its passage. If this country was at 
war with some other country there would be 
some excuse for such @ measure, 

E. S. Dreyer—An income tax law properly ad- 
ministered might beof great value to the gov- 
ernment asa source of revenue. At a conserva- 
tive estimate there are $20,000,000 worth of se- 
curities locked upin the safety deposit vaults 
here in Chicago upon which not one cent of tax- 
ation is paid by the owners. They are owned by 
men who owe their. prosperity to the govern- 
ment, yet who thus manage to escape contribut- 
ing to its maintenance. 1am confident the gov- 
ernment could enforce the collection of this tax 
on incomes. 

Edward Koch—An income tax is theoretically 
a good thing, If property levied it would be tax- 
ation in its most equitab 
the’ idea is all right, but lam afraid the govern- 
ment would find it almost impossible to collect 
an income tax. Itis true that the burden of in- 
direct taxation falls heaviest upon r people, 
but direct taxation would work injustice upon 
the masses. 

James B. Forgan—My views on an income tax 
are altogether too radical to be properly present- 
ed in a newspaper. 

W. T. Baker—As a revenue measure I suppose 
it would eventually meet the wants. of the gov- 
erument, but not before another year. What the 
government needs is money right away, and the 
proper way to get it would be te put a tax on tea 
and coffee and sugar. The income tax, if passed, 
will be a standing temptation to dishonesty, 

T. W. Blatchford~I think it is a géod law for 
the purpose of teaching people how to become 


liars. 

Marshall Field—I think it is the most odious 
tax that can be put on the statutes and the most 
difficult to collect. It would have a tendency to 
make people dishonest. The government should 
put a moderate tax on sugar, tea, and coffee and 
abolish the bounty on sugar. In this way $50,- 
000,000 could be collected without injury to any- 

ody. 

P. D.‘Armour—I. am opposed to an income tax 
because the country was dissatisfied with it be- 
fore, even when it was levied in an exigency. 
There is far more reason now for the people of 
the United States to be opposed to the tax. 

A. A, Loeb—It is perhaps legitimate to assess 
such a tax, but impossible of successful wpera- 


tion. 

Attorney W. J. Hynes—The character of such a 
tax is eapagh to condemn it. The objectionable 
features of stich a law overweigh its merits, 
Limiting’the tax to people with an income over 
a high amount is essentially class legislation.

DANVILLE POSTOFFICE CONTEST. 


Cunnon Koasts the Appointee, John Beard, 
at a Committee Meeting, 


Wasninoton, D. C., Jan. 23.—[Special.]— 
The Senate committee now has contro! of the 
appointment of John Beard as Postmaster at 
Danville, Ill. The appointment has been sus- 
pended since early in December, and the com- 
mittee held two sessions for its discussion to- 
day. Mr. Cannon, Senator Palmer, and Mr. 
Beard attended the morning meeting, and Mr. 
Cannon laid before the committee a series of 
charges against Beard. They in brief de- 
clared that Mr. Beard was not a proper person 
to hold an appointive office, and particularly 
the postoftice at Danville. In support of 
these charges Mr. Cannon made a speech, 
j course of which he gave 
Beard a lively roasting, saying Beard 
could not be controlled by God or man. One 
of the committeemen who knew Beard asked 
Mr. Cannon if Mr. Beard was in the room, 
and Mr. Cannon said he had not noticed him, 
whereupon Mr. Beard touched Mr. Cannon 
on the shoujder and asked the gentleman: 
‘Have you "forgotten me?’ Mr. Cannon 
used plain, unvarnished language in referring 
to Mr. Beard, and that gentleman was equally 
forcible in some remarks he made to Mr. 
Cannon. Beard said he wanted the privilege 
of defending himself against Mr. Cannon’s 
charges, which he declared were false. He 
had tived in Danville for a quarter of a cent- 
ury, and was well known there. If he was an 
acceptable person for the place to which he 
had been appointed the Danville peoplé would 
know all about it and testify to the facts. 

It was time for the Senate to convene and 
a motion was made for a postponement of the 
hearing until Tuesday next. Mr. Beard 
told Senator Hill the appointment had been 
in the Senate for fifty days and begged for 
immediate action. The result was another 
committee meeting at 2:30 p. m., Wwheh the 
discussion was resumed. Gen. Black, who is 
a Beard man, laid before the committee the 
affidavits of 150 residents of Danville testify- 
ing as to Beard’s good character, and Gen. 
Paimer made a strong appeal in Beard’s be- 
half, and was followed by Mr. Beard in per- 
son. This gentleman said Mr. Cannon’s op- 
position was on thé ground of differences of 
opinion which arose between Mr. Cannon, 
as interested in a street railway, and 
himself as Mayor of the City of Danville. 
He told the committee how the street railway 
folks.faiied to comply with the terms of the 
charter, and how he, as Mayor, went to tear 
up its tracks. He was prevented from doing 
this by an injunction granted by a Repulican 
Judge. He said, moreover, there was not a 
Republican officeholder in Danville Mr. Can- 
non did not control. If he was to be con- 
demned by the committee for actions which 
would be breaches of trust to the people and 
the party which elected him Mayor of Dan- 
ville he wanted to know that fact. 

The further consideration of the case has 
gone over until Tuesday next, by which time 
more affiidavits for and against Beard will be 
filed,

He does not get it from 
New York nor from New England, nor from 
anywhere in the Nortn, for the doctrines he 
teaches did not originate there. He got his 
ideas from the old South, the South of Cal- 
houn and slavery times. Having slave labor, 
which was’ fitted for field labor only, and 
which could not be utilized as long as slavery

holders favored free trade. They saw that the 
effect of protection would be to diversify the 
industries of the free North and to add to the 
prosperity of that part of the country.

THAT ODIOUS INCOME TAX. 

The income tax bil] evolved by the Demo- 
cratic members of the House Ways and Means 
committee has been framed with evident in- 
tent to make it as effective as possible for the 
collection of revenue from those who would 
come under the operation of the jaw. It pro- 
vides that any person having a taxable in- 
come—namely: one excecding $4,000 after 
allowable deductions have been made—must 
supply the information needed to a due 
knowledge of the amount of the tax. A neg- 
lect of refusal to make ouf'a list or return is 
to be punished by the levying of 50 per cent 
additional to the amount of tax ascertained to 
be due by the examination of the books or 
accounts of the person so refusing, and a pen- 
alty of 100 per cent isto be imposed in all 
cases of a fraudulent list or return being 
made, Corporations are to pay the tax on 
their incomes, and toinsure the assessment of 
the fullamount they are to be required to keep 
full, reguiar, and accurate books of accounts, 
which books must be open atall reasonable 
times to inspection to the assessors and in- 
spectors appointed under the act. 

It charitably is provided ‘that this inspec- 
tion, or espionage, “ shafl only be had for the 
purpose of verifying the returns made” by 
the parties taxed or thought to be subject to 
tax. But what would prevent the men mak- 
ing the examination from using for their own 
advantage knowledge thus obtained, or even 
to the disadvantage of the party paying the 
tax? High-minded members of the National 
Legislature have been known to send buying 
or selling orders to the speculative markets, 
and to give “pointers” to others by which 
they could operate at a profit on information 
gained in regard to the probable course of a 
certain line of events in the future. So it 
would be too much to expect that all the mere 
underlings appointed to inspect under the act 
would be above such dirty work as would be 
involved in the turning of business secrets 
** to good account.” To say that inspectors 
and assessors would in such case share the 
privileges alleged to have been exercised and 
profited from by men at the heads of railroad 
corporations and some of the trusts may not 
be much of an objection in the eyes of some, 
but no one can deny that the arrangement 
would tend powerfully to corruption of offi- 
cials by men anxious toescape full taxation, 
vain enough to want to make a showing higher 
than the truth, or wishing to prevent damag- 
ing disclosures of financia) weakness. 

The penalties named would not be too high 
if the government had the right to require 
individuals and corporations to give a full 
and true accountof their financial standing 
and profits, and the first is included in the 
second. It has not that right, except in times 
of dire necessity, such as those of war, when 
it may seize the person of the citizen and 
force him into the ranks to do military serv- 
ice as well as yield up his property for the 
time being. The “ right”’ to enforce such 
an exhibit may be claimed and insisted on by 
a despotic government in times of peace, 
but it cannot be thus insisted on in a republic 
without destroying one of the dearest rights 
of the citizen—namely: that of exemption 
from undue prying into and interfering with 
his private affairs. When it is considered 
that the information required by this bill to 
be given to officials would include the telling 
of trade secrets which it might be detrimental 
to have known, and that no efficient check 
could be exercised upon an Official made the 
custodian of those things which had been 
secrets till then, the odiousness of the require- 
ment ‘becomes manifest. It is still more 
odious when one reflects on the temptation to 
defraud which such a law would set before 
the people, holding out a direct incentive to 
the making of dishoriest returns, and the prac- 
tice of the worst kind of deceit in order to 
keep the crime concealed. _ 

The proposed law would favor the practic- 
ing of the blackest sort of blackmail by un- 
principled assessors. In every case of sus- 
pected irregularity or financial weakness they 
could demand a big bribe as the ¢ondition of 
secrecy and the avoidance of a tax higher than 
justice would require. In the ggeat majority 
of the cases in which their suspicions were cor- 
rectly founded they could make this demand 
without fear of discovery, as the provision 
for a full and open examination of affairs 
would be -no protection to those anxious to 
avoid such exposure, Such a tax could not be 
proposed and advocated for a free country by 
any but unprincipled men willing to curry 
favor with the untaxed majority by an unjust 
discrimination against a relatively smal] num- 
ber of persons in the Nation. 


NEW TEXTILE MILLS IN 1893. 

The Textile World reports that during last 
year I'72 new mills were erected in the United 
States for work in different. departments of 
effort in turning out textile fabrics, these em- 
ploying 13,160 people, against 272 mills 
employing over 30,000 people which were 
built in 1892, The increase in the number of 
employés thus provided for was 7,982 in cot- 
ton, 1,599 in woolen, 2,024 in knitting, 


1,070 in silk, and 485 classed as misceila- 


neous, Ihe year 1892 was the one of great- 


est progress in the way of new construction . 


for the enlargement of the textile manufact- 
uring industries, and the figures for last year 
are of peculiar interest because of the change 
of policy in the national administration. But 
they cannot be understood without a knowl- 
edge of the fact that a very large proportion 
of the mills embraced in the report for 1893 
were projected and well under way in 1892, 
though not sufficiently advanced to justify 
their bemg included in the statistics for that 
year. The rule is to inelude none that are not 
far enough advanced to be able to begin pro- 


; duction in the first three months of the suc. 


ceeding year. The average magnitude of 
new enterprises shows a decline of one-third, 
the average number of employés per shop be- 
ing 76, against 110 for 1892,'and the resord 
of new construction follows closely the gen- 
eral condition of business. That is to say, 
the great majority of new enterprises in the 
list published belong to the first six months, 
and since the incoming of July very little has 
been doné in this direction. Of 52 new cot- 


‘ton mills 42 belong to the first half of the 


year. Of 33 new woolen mills 23 were re- 
ported previous to July, and of 53 knitting 
mills 38 belong to the first half of the year. 
In the report for 1893 there is an utter ab- 
sence of new manufactories for plush, linen, 
and lace, whereas for 1892 the report noted 
six new plush mills, three linen mills, and 
three lace curtain mills; also‘two jute mills 
and four chenille tories, No more forci- 
ble statement need be made to show the tre- 
mendous difference between the effects of 


legislation adverse to it than that of*these 
two adjacent years.’ Similar indications are 
presented in the lack of new undertakings 
projected in 1893,. the inevitable conclusion 
being that the tecord for 1894 will show a 
still further decrease from that of 1893. 

The cotton industry has shown the greatest 
increase in the textile group, and it appears 
to be of a solid character. The Southern 
States have exhibited the greatest ratio of 
increase in proportion to the gain in the 
Northern States of any year of which records 
are kept. The volume of increase has been 
divided between the two sections, and in both 
there is a decided tendency towards finer 
grades of goods. Thecondition of the wool- 
en industry has been such aa to offer no in- 
ducements for the investment of fresh capi- 
tal, and there was a positive loss last year in 
productive capacity in this line. The knit- 
ting industry shows a elight increase. The 
mills are mostly small and are widely scat- 
tered. The product of the new knitting mills 
will be very largely of cotton goods. 

In cotton the South leads in the number of 
new mills and very slighily in the spindle ca- 
pacity. There are 27 new Southern mills 
with "183,106 spindles and 4,886 looms. 
North and South Carolina show the greatest 
development. Massachusetts shows the great- 
est increase in spindle capacity of any State. 
Its 13 new mills have a capacity of 182,000 
spindles and 5,293 looms, which is only 
1,000 spindles short of the growth in the 
entire South. Five new mills have been 
erected in Fall River containing 100,000 
spindles and 3,800 looms. Four new mills 
are reported from New Bedford, and the 7 in 
Pennsylvania are all weaving mills, in the 
line of damasks, bedspreads, and similar 
fabrics. 

DEMOCRATS AND PENSIONS, 

It is stated that the Committee on Appro- 
priations will recommend that $150,000,000 
be appropriated for pensions for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1 next. That is $12,- 
000,000 less than the estimate of the Com- 
missioner of Pensions and $30,000,000 less 
than what was given for the present fiscal 
year. It is quite possible that in this case, as 
in so many others, the Democrats are trying 
to make a display of economy and will leave 
to the next House the unpleasant duty of 
passing a deficiency bill to make up for an 


.insufficient appropriation now. There is an 


equal possibility, however, that the $150,- 
000,000 appropriation will be made ade- 
quate, by the simple expedient of granting as 
few new pensions as possible. In the mean- 
time death will be busy among those already 
on the rolls, especially among those who re- 
ceive the largest pensions, because their dis- 
abilities are\the greatest, Every new pension 
carries with) it not merely an annual pay- 
ment, but Also a payment which may be 
quite large on account of arrears. By being 
extremely slow about putting new names on 
the roll, and thus doing little or nothing to 
offset the reductions caused by death, this 
sum of $150,000,000 may be made to suf.- 

ce, at the expense of applicants entitled to 
pensions but whose claims the Pension 
Bureau is investigating with painful delibera- 
tion. 

When the Democrats took charge of the In- 
terior Department and the Pension Office 
they did so with the intention of reducing ex- 
penses as much as possible. They went at it 
headlong by suspending the pénsions of per- 
sons whom they claimed should not have been 
puton the roll. They had hopes that they 
would be able to unearth innumerable cases 
of fraud and make a fine economic showing. 
But they discovered no frauds worth men- 
tioning and their policy of suspending the 
pensions before examination and of making 
examinations without giving the accused a 
chance to be heard was rebuked by a Demo 
cratic Congress, which ordered that such prac- 
tices be stopped. 

As the Democratic officials have found that 
their first way of cutting down pension ex- 
penses must be given up, they resorted to the 
other method, which makes so much less dis- 
turbance.. There are tens of thousands of 
pension claims which have not been passed 
on yet. Some of them certainly have merit, 


and very likely many of them are rather . 


shaky. They will be examined with a slow- 
ness and deliberation which will make it rea- 
sonably certain that a all of the appli- 
cants will die before their claims aré allowed. 
Often during the war enlisted men wrote to 
the British Minister claiming that they had 
been “‘shanghaid”’ into the ranks. Those 
complaints were forwarded by the Minister 
to the State Départment, sent by it to the 
War Department, and then traveled slowly 
downward through army corps and brigade 
headquarters to the Colonel of the regiment. 
In the course of from six months toa year 
these complaints made their way back to the 
War Department with the information that 
while there might be some justice in the alle- 
gations, yet it was useless to investigate, as 
the men had been killed in action a few days 
before. In order to keep down the pension 
appropriations the pension examiners will go 
very slow and will hang on toan application 


until they are able to report that while the ap- : 
plicant seems to have had a good case it is 


useless to investigate further because he is 
dead, 


Opposition to the borrowing uf money re- 


quired to pay the current expenses of the gov- 
ernment and maintain the currency at par 
is dictated by the meanest kind of meanness. 
And the method proposed for preventing the 
loan is the height of shabbiness. It is to en- 
join the persons who may buy the bonds from 
receiving either principal or interest when 
due. Thatis, the factionists would provide 
by legal measures for keeping out of his just 
dues any man who would lend money to the 
government at the low rate of 3 per cent per 
annum. In this case they cannot raise the 
usual plea of “extortion,” by which rogues 
strive to make it appear they have a moral 
right to refuse to pay what they have agreed 
to pay. Nor can they urge that it is proposed 
to pay in better money than is borrowed. 
Secretary Carlisle has announced that he must 
receive gold ‘coin for the bonds sold. The 
people who buy the bonds will have to buy 
them with gold, and do not expect to be paid 
back in anything better. Only the worst 
kind of shystering can raise an attempted ar- 
gument against the transaction, and the worst 
kind of roguery assume to justify the injunc- 
tion on payment of the bonds, Yet a fellow 
in lowa undertakes to oppose it as represent- 
ing a vast number of workingmen in that and 
other States, pretending that they would be 
specially injured by the arrangement. And 
thus far none of those workers are reported to 
have entered a protest against his making 
that viciously absurd claim in their alleged 
bebalf. 


THe refusal by Justice Foster to issue blank 
Warrants tobe used to arrest professional 
vagrants frequenting the Central Relief kitch- 
ens induced Chairman Harvey to send a let- 
ter to the Chief of Police. In the communi- 
cation it is stated that not more than half of 
the men now being lodged by the bureau, on 
bei ng sent from the polive stations, go to the 
kitchens for breakfast and take work after.

Naturally Mr. Harvey thinks if the ruling 
by Justice Foster is correct: a change in the 
vagrancy laws is needed for the protection of 
honest people, not less thos of them who are 
unfortunate than the one: whe contribute 
funds for their relief. It is unjust to those 
willing to work that bums able to labor should 
be allowed to share their food and lodging 
without having to use the tools provided for 
those who toil. The professional street beg- 
gars and tramps ought 16 be weeded out for 
the good of the community, and one of the 
best methods for getting rid of them would be 
tostop the indiscriminate charity by which 
they thrive on the mistaken generosity of the 
public. The ruling is correct, but if the po- 
lice will take a little extra trouble they can 
swear out warrants in a lawful manner and 
arrest all the vagrants the bridewell can hold. 


Somg time ago application was made to the 
City Council by the three. principal street car 
companies doing business in this city for per- 
mission to use the trolley electric system ia 
the propulsion of their cars. There was a 
loud protest against the extension of this 
dangerous method at the ‘time, and the or- 
dinances proposing to grant the permission 
were pigeon-holed. At the same time it was 
acknowledged that if electricity could be ap- 
plied in the propulsion of the cars by means 
of any underground system it was desirable 
that it shouid be applied. Now comes Prof. 
John P. Barrett, the city electrician, who has 
spent some timein New York, Washington, 
and other Eastern cities examining the under- 
ground system, and he says that he finds that 
method in successful operation in the City of 
Washington. “ At the city limits [of Wash- 
ington] the trolley is placed underground,” 
says Mr. Barrett, “and continues so fora 
distance of three miles— 

The system isa perfection of the one now in 
use on the North Sidein this city, but the per- 
fection has made a vast difference. There the 
line bas been run for months without a single 
breakdown and without any accidents on ac- 
count of the wires. The entire circuit is com- 
pletely underground. so there is a minimum loss 
of power. . . . The system may be easily 
placed in Chicago. The cable conduits might be 
used for the purpose with very little change. All 
that will be necessary will be to drain them a 
little better and to string the alectric wires. 
This work could be done without stopping the 
eable service. Then the ‘cars would have to be 
fitted with electric appliances, and instead of 
the grip running through the slot an electric 
arm would be used. 

Now here is a chance for thestreet car com- 
panfes to use electricity and give the city 
rapid transit without endangering the lives of 
the citizens and without making the public 
thoroughfares unsightly. Will their repre- 
sentatives confer with Prof. Barrett? 


Tar New York Commercial Bulletin says: 
It may be taken as a fair estimate that of t hose 
who have been thrown out of industrial employ- 
ment during the last half of 1803 from 50 to 60 
per centare now again at regular work, and al- 
though they have in most cases had to accept re- 
duced way,es they are receiving compensation in 
a lower scale of living expenses. 

Here isa frank admission of the sweeping 
wage reduction which has come as the fore- 
runner of the passage of the Wilson bill, fol- 
lowed by a weak claim that those who are re- 
ceiving the lower wages are ne worse off than 
they were when they were getting the higher 
wages of a year ago, because “they are re- 
ceiving compensation ina lower scale of liv- 
ing expenses.”’ Doesthe Builetin mean to 
say that those articles for which the working- 
man spends his money are from 10 to 40 per 
cent cheaper than in January, 1893? Has 
meat fallen that much? Has bread? Has 
‘rent? Neither in New York nor in Chicago. 
Food and rent make up more than half the 
living expenses of the workingman. The Bul 
letin may say that clothing is cheaper, but his 
outlay for clothing is but a small part of his 
expenses, There has been no compensation 
for the man who has gone back to work at 
lower wages. Kt is true that his expenses are 
less than they were, but he has been forced to 
cut them down, He has dropped to a lower 
scale of living to make both ends meet. He 
pays lower rent, for he has hired cheaper 
quarters. Food costs him less, for he buys 
less and of poorer quality. He is gradually 
getting down to the European scale. It is a 
pitiful sight but it pleases the Demucratic 


papers. 


Tue junior Democratic organ is urgmg the 
reappointment of Gus Hutchings as Election 
Commissioner and ventures to say that 
‘“‘many leading Republicans prefer him to 
Mr. Badenoch and have so informed Judge 
Scales.””

Austin, Ill, Jan. 21.—{Editor of The Tribune.] 
—During the present debate in Congress on the 
tariff it has been frequently charged by the Dem4 
ocrats that under a high protective tariff it is 
impossible to prevent trusts, that they are the 
result of high protection, etc. While members 
of trusts have done about as they pleased in the 
past I am not disposed to admit that trusts are 
the direct result of a high rate of protection. A 
protective tariff, as far as it affects the mant 


facturers of this country, could not give special - 


advantages. Its workings would be eminently 
just and eauitable but for one thing, and that 
the advan one manufacturer may have ovet 
the rest by virtue of letters patent granted té 
him (or which he has got control of) by the Unit 
ed States Government. With a patent running 
for seventeen years and the entire freedom te 
charge any amount the public will stand, and 
the legal right to demand a royalty for the right 
to manufacture under the patent--what more 
could be asked to make the conditions complete 
for extortion to the highest possible limit? Our 
patent laws are entirely too liberal. No patent 
should be issued for a period longer than,five 
years, nor none whatever for trivial improve 
ments upon an article once patented. All 
tents should have a provision. to the effect t 
any manufacturer operating under and recei 

the benefit of a patent who shali be convicted 
being amember of a trust or combination to 
limit production or raise prices shail be at once 
deprived of ait remouse by patent—the patent 
shall be canceled. That the beneficiaries of out 
patent laws have many of them practiced extor 
tion, and some have amassed fortunes, has been 
the chief stock in trade of the ocrats, Popa 
lists, Anarchists, and Socialists 
tion tothe Republican party.

POOR PEOPLE BECOME BA NDITS, 


Made Desperate by Want a Band Attacks a 
House in an Andalusian Town. 

Maprip, Jan. 23.—Owing to the iack of 
work and scarcity of food among the poorer 
classes in Andalusia the bandits there are be- 
commg more numerous, and more daring. 
Almost daily reports of outrages committed 
by them are received. A band numbering 
ten inen yesterday descended upon the Town 
of Benachoez, ten miles from Cadiz, and at- 
tacked the residence of the wealthiest farmer 
in that district.

During the attack.on the farmhouse the 
farmer, one of his sons, and several servants 
were wounded.

Franch 
was taken into custody in connection with the 
Lyceum Theater explosion, attempted to 
commit suicide, and he has not yet entirely 
recovered from the effects of his self-inflicted 
wound, Franch thanked the Bishop for visit- 
ing him, but declined to accept spiritual min- 
istration from him. He entered into a bold 
discussion of anarchism, and attempted to 
controvert the Bishop’s argument that an- 
archism was futile and based on perverse 
principles.

PURDUE MECHANICAL HALL DESTROYED 


Fire Brings a Great Loss to the University 
at Lafayette, Ind.

A, P, A, CONVENTION AT BLOOMINGTON. 


The Illinois Branch of the Order Begins 
Its Annual Gathering. 

Broomineton, Ill, Jan. 28.—[Special.}—

Quincy, Ill., Jan. 28.—f[Special.]—A. M. 
VanjAuken, the railroad “promoter,” is known 
to have been in New York last Friday, and 
the impression prevails here that by this time 
he is out of the country. Van Auken’s swin- 
dling scheme is unique, and the magnitude of 
his project, the boldness of his operations, and 
the care which he exercised in looking after 
every detail stamp him as one of the most 
hdroit and skillful forgers in the country. So 
ger ee: was his project and so complete were 

plans that he succeeded in duping some of 
the most successful financiers, attorneys, and 
contractors of St. Louis and Chicago, He 
was gunning for big game, and up to the time 
of his detection in this city he did not make a 
single mistake. His telegrams were all sent 
in cipher, and he must have had confederates 
in Cincinnati, Chicago, New York, and other 
cities. Hisscheme was deep laid and cov. 
ered just a year in maturing. 

He was first heard from here in January, 
1893, when he wrote to prominent business- 
men in Quincy asking if they would assist in 
building a trunk line through this city to the 
West. This letter led to considerable corre- 
spondence, but the project did not assume 
definite shape until Nov. 10, when Van Auken 
came to Quincy for the first time. He then 
proposed to secure the butldmg of a railroad 
from Indianapolis through Springfield, Jack- 
sonvilie, and Quincy to Omaha and St. 
Joseph. The new road was to be known as the 
indianapolis, Quincy, Omaha and St. Joseph 
railway. _He represented that the Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis railway, 
the Big Four, was back of the project and that 
it had the full indorsement of the officers and 
directors of thatcompany. It was proposed 
to make this city division headquarters and 
to locate shops and important industries here. 
Van Auken succeeded in interesting C. H. 
Castle, W. S. Warenfield, F. Newcombe, 
Anton Brinkert, J. S. Cruttenden,. E. H. 
Osborn, and Mr. Hackett of Jacksonville in 
the enterprise, a syndicate being organized 
by these men to look after the Quincy end 
of the business. These men did not go into 
the enterprise, huwever, without instituting 
careful inquiries regarding Van Auken. His 
home was at Lemont, Ill., and mémbers of 
the syndicate who visited that town found Van 
Auken highly regarded as an engineer and as 
aman. in Chicago he was identified with the 
Inter-State Investment and Construction com- 
pany and had been employed as engineer by 
the Chicago Drainage Board and by several 
leading railroad companies, He was asso- 
ciated with D, C. Dunlap, an engineer of es- 
tablished reputation. 

After his first visit to Quincy last Novem- 
ber he came here several times, and asa re- 
sult of his negotiations the Quincy syndicate 
was to pay to him $30,000 to meet a part of 
the expense of the survey of the proposed 
road, the payments to be made in stipulated 
sums as the work progressed and to cover a 
period of eight months, when the survey was 
to be completed, While these negotiations 
were in progress the a parties received 
telegrams signed by M. E. ; Mrs President 
of the Big Four, and from other railroad men 
of equal prominence, all fully indorsing the 
project and also indorsing everything which 
Van Auken has done. In the mean- 
time some of the Quincy syndicate 
had been to St. Louis with Van Auken, and 
found that he stood high in that city. He 
had the confidence of Judge Portis, for many 
years the attorney of day Gould; Caleb 
Green, one of the agents of the Rothschilds 
and the financier who was to negotiate bonds 
to the amount of $25,000,000 for buildi 
and equipping the 800 miles of the Koes tose 
new road; J. L. Mayer, another prominent 
financier; Carter & Co., leading contractors; 
and other men of equal prominence. A 
week ago last Saturday Van Auken 
attended a meeting of the Quincy 
syndicate when he proposed to furnish tbe in- 
demnifying bond, signed by M. E. Ingails, 
President of the Big Four.

Children.”’ Mr. Lane spoke ot a class of chil- 
dren that was not generally cared for. He 
estimated that.there were between 3,000 ard 
4.000 boys and girls that muay be 
called waifs. They were not in the schools; 
they were in the street. Some were at the 
Newsboys’ Home, hundreds found their way 
to the bridewell, hundreds more to the County 
Jail. Last year 743 children under 14 years 
of age were sent to the bridewel!l and 1,641 
between the ages of 16 and 21. These youths 
became hardened criminals instead of usefu! 
citizens. It was from this class that the 
housebreakers and footpads were graduated. 

“If the City of Chicago would lay hold of 
vagrants under 14,”’ said Mr. Lane, “ and en- 
force the compulsory education law in a quar- 
ter of a century the prison population would 
be reduced one-half. We are responsible for 
the proper training of these children, and it is 
the duty of the State to step in,”’ 

Mr. Lane advocated the establishment of 
“parental homes’? for the disciplining of 
poe yee not amenable to home or school con- 
trol. 

Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson made a brief 
address on “Preventable Diseases.’”’ She

fever * Gace Clee turned its sewage 
into the lake and then pumped it back again 
through the water mains.”’ This could all be 
prevented if common sense methods were 
used in the disposal of the sewage. Fire was 
the only effective method of disposing of 
garbage. Crime and pauperism were also 
diseases and were preventable, too. 

The Rev. Emil G, Hirsch spoke upon “ Civil 
Service in Municipai Affairs.””’ He asked 
why Chicago’s streets were not kept clean;

who did not protect. These questions he 
answered by saying it was because people in- 
sisted on mixing the tariff with the street- 
cleaning problem and Hawaii with sanitary 
measures. National politics had nothing to 
do with municipal affairs. 

“*The City Hall must be cleansed of the 
germs of political intrigue and the office- 
holaing bacillus,’’ he conciuded.

At a mass-meet- 
ing of the students held Monday in Cobb 
Lecture Hall Auditor Bownocker rendered a 
statement of the commons accounts which 
showed that the university’s boarding-house 
was losing money. Dr. Harper said he was 
authorized to announce for the Board of 
Trustees that if it were impossible to secure 
the patronage of a sufficient number of stu- 
dents to clear expenses the commons should 
be abandoned, temporarily at least, and the 
plant stored.

Buckeye Electric Company Can Manu- 
facture Lamps Without Interference 
Decision Will Probably Apply to the 
Thirteen Other Companies Acting In- 
dependent of the Big Company—Prices 
Will Come Down 25 to 50 Per Cent 
Final Decision to Be Made Soon, 

A decision of great importance to users of 
incandescent electric lamps was rendered in 
the United States, Circuit Court at Cleveland 
yesterday, where Judge Ricks dissolved the in- 
junction obtained by the General Electric 


‘Company restraining the Buckeye Electric 


confpany fron® making lamps. This enabies 
the Buckeye company to resume business im- 
mediately, and continue until a final decision 
is had. A telegram was received by Gen- 
eral Manager Cooke from the home office at 
Cleveland directing him to gell the stock 
on hand at onee. This decision is 
regarded as practically _ settling the 
question for the other lamp companies, for it 
is believed that Judges of other courts will 
follow the precedent established by Judge 
Ricks and dissolve the injunctions now in 
force, Thereare thirteen companies beside 
the Buckeye independent of the General 
Electric company. They are the Beacon 
Lamp company of Boston, Novak Lamp 
company, Boston; Germania Electric com- 
pany, Marlborough, Mass ; Columbia In- 
candescent Lamp company, St. Louis; Star 
Electric company, Chicago; Chicago In- 
candescent Lamp company, Chicago; Lllinois 
Lamp company, Chicago; Electric Manu- 
facturing company, Oconto, Wis.; Bernstein 
Lamp company. Boston; American Lamp 
company, St. Louis; Universal Lamp com- 
pany, Cleveland, O.; Packard Lamp com- 
pany, Warren, ©.; Stendard Electric com- 
pany, Canisteo, N. Y. , 
Effects of the Decision, 


F. H. Prentiss, President of the Buckeye 
a company, in speaking of the decision 
said: 

** The decision rendered by Judge Ricks of 
the United States Circuit Court dissolved the 
injunction against the Buckeye Electric com- 
pany without bonds, The principal points of 
this suit between the Buckeye Electric com- 
pany and the General Electric company were 
based upon the fact that in 1893 the General 
Electric company for the purposes of its own 
welfare applied to the Commissioner of 
Patents asking him to restrict their American 
patent to the term of life which had been 
granted toa similar patent in England, said 
patent expiring Nov. 10, 1893. In accord- 
ance with-this all patents issued from the 
office at Washington were officially stamped 
with this limitation. About two years 
ago the Buckeye Electric company, de- 
ciding that its business warranted an ex- 
tension, laid before its stockholders, through 
a committee appointed for the purpose, a 
statement of the patent litigation as it then 
existed, and in view of the belief held by that 
committee that the patent of the Edison com- 
pany was invalid and that it expired by their own 
statement the 10th of November, 1893, an in- 
crease was made of the capital stock of the Buck- 
eye company anda further investment made in 
its business. There were no precedents’ in 
this suit and the decision in favor of the 
Buckeye Electric company is really a matter 
of equity. The result however is wide-spread- 
ing and opens to that company the entire 
field in the United States for its Lind and in 
this way relieves the lamp user from all 
chances of” litigation. There is no appeal 
from this decision and therefore the incandes- 
cent lamp industry will not hereafter be de- 
pendent upon the whims of the trust or the 
decisions of local courts. 

Customers Threatened. 


** The litigation has cost us $25,000 since 
May, but it was money well-spent from the 
consumers’ point of view, for it brings the 
price of lamps that formerly sold for 75 
cents down to 33 cents, This is the direct re- 
sult of litigation, for the Edison company 
never made a reduction that it was not com- 
pelled to. But there are results far more im- 
portant than the reduction of the price of 
lamps. The General Electric company was 
simply using the lamp case asa lever to en- 
able it to control the entire electrical 
business. When injunctions were 
granted against the lamp companies 
the General Electric company sent out blank 
contracts broadcast, Ae i with threats en- 
deavored to intimidate lamp-users into con- 
tracting with them for lamps at prices 25 to 
50 per cent higher than present prices. Only 
a few made these contracts. Wherever the 
General Electric company sold lamps it en- 
deavored to make the purchaser buy his 
dynamos and all other electric apparatus of 
it. The concern was reaching out in an effort. 
tc monopolize the entire electric business of 
the country. 

‘** This means a great saving in money to 
Chicago in the matter of lamps, for there are 
nearly 2,000 isolated light plants within the 
city limits. We will nowget down to work in 
earnest. Our plant at Cleveland has a ca- 
pacity of 4,000 lamps a day.”’ 


CASE NOT FINALLY DECIDED. 
vshiepaihah 
Will Be a Final Hearing 
Ohio Courts. 
Curevetanp, O., Jan. 23.—[Special.]|—The 
Edison Electric company and the Edison Gen- 
erai Electric company as complainants against 
the Buckeye Electric Light company received 
a slight backset in the ruling of Judge Ricks 
this morning upon a motion to dissolve the 
prelim:nary injunction allowed by the United 
Stutes Circuit Court recently, whefeby the 
defendant was enjoined from using lamps 
which.were claimed to infringe on an alleged 
patent of the complainant companies, Judge 
Ricks granted the motion to dissolve the pre- 
liminary injunction and the Buckeye 
Electric company will thereby continue 
to use the lamps which the complainants 
claim is an infringement of their patent 
until a final hearing of the case before the 
Circuit Court. The patent which the defend- 
ant company is alleged to have violated is 
that of a filament which is used in electric 
lamps and which is alleged to be the exclusive 
patent of the complainant, and which the de- 
fendant alleges to be an improvement upon the 
couplainant’s device; and further alleges that 
the complainant’s patent expired before the 
defendant’s improved patent was put upon 
the market. The court was influenced iff his 
decision by the fact that it would be a great 
hardship to the defendant to continue the in- 
junction, inasmuch as their company had re- 
cently enlarged their plant in order to manu- 
facture the new improved lamp, and that the 
complainants did not bring their action for 
infringing the patent untilafter the defendant 
had made the extensive enlargement and im- 
provement of its plant.
